Hteainship Umbria, which sailed from New

away the steamer Iberia off Long Beach, 
N. ,1., at 1:10 o'clock iu tho afternoon, 
Tho Umbria's collision Vmlkhead wa.s 
partly crushed in above the water Hue. 
Tlio Iberia waa run ashore ;iiid her crow 
of thirty men taken aboard the I'lnbria. 
The Umbria, though her injuries aro not 
serious, was brought back to her dock, 
where alic arrived about noon on Sunday. 
Her captain, McMickmi, gives the follow- 
ing particulars of the accident : The 
Umbria had slowed down on account of 
the tliiok fog oiicouiilered .-;oi)ii after dis- 
missing her pilot at Sandy Hook. At 1 
1). in, a whistle was heard, apjiarently 
fr<i)ii the starboard side. The captain, 
w ho was on the bridge, ordered the 
engines to be stopped entirely. Almost 
immediately after this was donoa steamer

directly across tlie L^mbrin's bows, headed 
north. The Umbria's engines were at 
once rovorsed at full speed, but her head 
way carried her on, and she struck the 
stranger on tho port quarter, carrying 
away a portion of the stem. Boats were 
at once lowered, and the Umbna'a injur- 
ies ascertained as described above. Mean- 
while the steamers drifted apart and wore 
out of sight of each other about fifteoii 
minutes, when they encountered each 
other again. The first otUcer of tho disabled 
vessel came aboard. Ho said tho ateamei 
was the Iberia, of the Fabre Line, with 
fruit, etc., from the Persian Gulf, Oapt. 
Sangles and a crow of thirty men. Her 
indclnnory had broken down and she had 
boon lying-to making repairs for thirty 
hours, and had just got underway when 
the accident occurred. 

THE IBERIA 

Was a steamer of about 1,000 tons. She 
belonged to Marseilles and carried no 
passengers. Her oflicera were French and 
the crew Arabs, Greeks and of mixed 
nations. The Umbria liad on board L'lo 
cabin passongora, (17 intermediate and 420 
steerage. There was great excitenieat 
among them, but the good management of 
tho olhcora prevented any serious panic. 
Among those on board were Thoa. Bar- 
ring, the banker; Edw. Cooper; tho E;irl 

of Norbiirg, Mayor .lohn Boyd, 

Tliaclier of Albany, Mr. and Mrs. .1. AV. 
Alexander, Hon. Boyd Winape, U. S. 
Miniater to Switzerland, and a host of 
others etjually well-known. The Umbria 
stayed by tho injured Iberia several hours, 
but it was tiimlly decided that she would 
have to be abanduiiud, uu she was sinking 
fast. 

THE umbria's damaord bulrubad 

was repaired at ouci^ and sho resumed hoi 
voyage on Monday. 11 cr agents .say that 
she could have jiroceoded safely but thai 
the cajitain acted witli wise precaution in 
returning. 

An hour befpre tho collision, the Um- 
bria had narrowly escaped another acci- 
dent. The French lino steamer La Nor- 
maiidio, which was also bound out, was 
running about parallel with the Umbria 
and the two steamers could hear one an- 
other's whistles at intervals. Suddenly 
the La Norinandio'a whistle sounded 
nearer and in a few seconds the vessel 
came iu sight just before the Umbria's 
bow. There were cries of alarm, but the 
jiilots on both steaniors gave the projier 
turns to their wheels and the vOBsels 
swtiiig away and in a moment were out of 
sight again. Ex-Mayor Thatcher of Al- 
bany, says that tho shock when tho Um 
bria struck the Iberia did not seem at all 
severe in face of the terrible damage done 
to the latter. 

XHH DI80IPI.INB ON TUF- U.MBRIA 

was perfect. The officers and men seemed 
to know exactly what to do, and theii 
coolness iiiH]jirod confidence among the 
paBsengera. Tho crow of tho Iberia 
aeeiiicd terrihl.v afraid tliat they would be 
abandoned. Tiiuir frantic crioa wore 
plainly heard on tho Umbria. It took 
several hours to bring them all aboard the 
Umbria. Members of the Iberia's crow 
who have been interviewed declare that 
the steamer's whistle waa regularly blown, 
and that the Umbria was running at 
high Biioed. Win. E. Oeddes, London 
agent of tho Vogelur Coiiipany, of Balti 
more, who is an experienced traveller, 
says tho Umbria was running fully 17 
knots an hour, and ho had felt surprised 
that she should be run at such a speed. 
He says the shook of the collision was 
hardly felt on board the Umbria. Wm. 
Brown, another passoiigor, oorroboiiites 
Mr. Cfoddos, and aays some of tho passen- 
gers know nothing of the collision until 
somotinio afterwards.

WASHraoTON, Nov. 13. — Treasury offi- 
cers have discovered that they have been 
robbed of new silver dollars. To what 
extent or by wliom they do not yet know. 
Secret service detectives are making in- 
vestigations. Tho mint at New Orleans 
has boon overloaded with this new silver 
coin, and to relievo it tho department is 
.shipping millions of dollars to Washington 
to be stored in tho new silvnr vault in the 
treasury. The money is shipped in sealed 
wooden boxes, each containing two bags 
of one thousand dollars each. When ouo 
(if these boxes was opened at the depurt- 
luent a day or two ago it was found to con- 
tain nothing but shot. A second box was 
opened and one of the bags was found to 
cimtain lead. The matter was reported 
to tho soorotary of the treasury and by 
him referred to secret service officers, 
who are making careful and active in- 
vestigation. The boxes are carefully 
Healed before they leave tho mint, and aro 
guarded on the train. They are taken 
from the depot at Washington to tho 
treasury in a large express waggon closed 
in on all sides, and guarded by re])i08oii- 
•atives of the express company and of tho 
treasury, who are heavily armed, and sit 
on boxes within tho cage. It is impos- 
.siblo at this time to toll how extensive 
tho robbing has been. It waa first brought 
to the attention of acting secretary 
Thompson on Wednesday last, and he 
put detectives at work on the case. In- 
vcHtigations showed that small amounts 
have boon taken from each of a number 
of boxes.

He IB Seen In Company with His Latest Vic- 
tim and ronowea-''lie Police Confldeut 
of BunnliiE Him Down from the Descrip- 
tion Obtained of His Appearance.

London, Nov. 13. — Hopes of tho pol- 
ice catching the Whitechapol murderer, 
which had almost entirely died out, were 
raised to-day to a point of buoyancy, in 
consequenoo of the testimony at the Kelly 
inquest of George Hutchinson, a groom, 
who had known the victim for someyears, 
and who saw hor with a male companion 
shortly before 2 o'clock on the morning of 
the murder. Hutchinson testified that he

with a Jewish cast of countenance accost 
the woman on tho street at tho hour men- 
tioned nn Fridiiy morning, and tho cir- 
cumstance of his acquaintance with her 
induced him to follow the pair as they 
walked together. He Ipo^ked straight int-> 
the man's face as he turned to accompany 
the woman, and followed them to Miller 
Court out of mere curiositj'. He had no 
thought of tho previous niurdors, and cer- 
tainly no suspicion that the man contem- 
plated violence, since his conspicuous 
manifestations of affection for his com- 
panion as thev walked along formed a 
large part of the incentive to keep them 
in sight. After 

THB COUPLE ENTERED THK lIOf.'iE, 

Hutchinson heard pounds of merriment in 
the girl's room, and I'omained at tho en- 
raiice to the court for fully three-quarters 
if an hour. About three o'clock tho 
sounds ceased and he walked into^tho 
court, but finding that tho light "in tliis 
room had been extinguished he went 
homo. During the hour occupied in 
landing at tho entrance to or promenad- 
ing the court, he did not see a policeman. 
There is ovory reason to believe Hutchin- 
son's statement, and the police place great 
reliance upon his description of the man, 
believing that it will enable them to run 
him down. Tho witness who testified 
yesterday to having Pecn tho woman enter 
I lie houso with a man with a blotched 
fnce, was evidently mistwkon ns lo the 
night, as his description of her companion 
is totally unlike that given by Hutchinson • 
ill every .particular. ' The bulk of tlie 
evidence taken fixes the time of tho niui 
der at between 3:;50 and 4 o'clock. I 
tniimpired to-day tb.it in addition to ib 
facial mutilation of the murdered woman, 
the uterus was wholly and skilfully re- 
moved and laid in a corner of the bed.

Tho police are confident they are on tl- 
track of tho Whitechapel murderer. Tw-, 
witnesses at the inquest to-day described 
tho appearance of the man seen going in- 
to tlio house with the Kelly woman short- 
ly before the killing, the description be- 
ing almost identical.

'J'lieuduaius, Metrupulitan 
and .Arelihialiup ut Belgrade, has of his 
own authority (lissulveil the marriage bo 
tween the Kiiii; and tlie Queen of Sorvia 
His ability to do this is (luestioned by the 
Queen and her fiienda.

HIGH LICENSE. 

High lieonso is working well in Penn- 
sylvania. The new law that went into 
operation there in June last is oxeedingly 
stringent. Tho person wlio petitions for 
a license to sell spirituous liquors must 
givo security that ho will ohaerve the Inw, 
Tho pehiiltiea for tho violation of tho law 
are oxeoediiigly sovoro. The granting of 
licenses is placed in tho iiaiids of tho 
judges of tho (^oiii t uf aoasioii whoso duty 
it. is to make a rigid eiKpiiry into tho anto- 
codoiilH uf (!ui applicniit and tlio roquiro- 
mentu uf the locality in which liu proposes 
t,u open a liar.

THE EUROPEAN SITUATION. 

The situation hi Groat Britain has un- 
dergone little or no chaiigo during tho last 
three weeks. The uhiuf topie of diacua- 
sion in political circles is the Irish Ques- 
tion, but it lias a|)|)arently lost much of 
ia intoreat. People aro waiting to see 
hat revelations will be made by the 
Special Oommission. The &ome Rulers 
say that the Ttiries has no case, that the 
oridehce which it has to adduce in support 
f its charges is of the weakest kindw, bile 
the supporters of the Government express 
thomselvea contidont that enough will bo 
proved to convince all unprejudiced per. 
sons that the conneetiuii between the 
Homo Rule leaders and the perpetratura 
of outrages and the advoealea of violence 
was very close indeed. There is a third, 
and a very large class, who aro patiently 
awaiting developmeuts. They have not 
made up their minds as to the guilt or in- 
nocence of Mr. Parnell and his associates 
and do not intend to until the testhnony 
on both sides is heard. At present the 
general opinion seems to be that the case 
of tho Times is not su strong as was ex- 
pected and the presumption that the 
Home llule leadera are free from any cum. 
plicity with actual crime is str(niger than 
it was before tlie court opened. Tho pro- 
coediiiga of the court have been very dull 
and comparatively unintorestiiig. The 
Ajbtpmey-General's speech was too loiu 
and too dull to be acceptable to the guneral 
piiblto. Itmay.have been faultless from a 
liigal poiiit of view, but something mui e 
lively aud more spicy is required to hold 
the attention of readersof newspapers. Mr. 
Gladstone's reception in Birmingham seems 
to have been enthusiastic. His popularity, 
if not so generallas itwas aiinie months ago, 
is if anything more fervent. Ilia uppun- 
enta, too, are more bitter than they wore 
and more open and uli'eiisive in the ex- 
pression of their dislike to him perauiinlly 
and their disapproval of tho policy he ad- 
vocates. He was hooted in several places, 
in Oxford among others. Whatever stu 
dents learn at the great universities, it is 
not toleration or self-restraint. A mob 
(if students is only to be distinguished 
from any other mob by its greater reek 
lesaness and its more determined persist 
ence in howling down a speaker who i: 
unpopular and with whom the majority 
uf thoae that comj)ose it disagree. There 
are times when students do their lUiiiust 
to convince those who see and hoar then 
that they consider it manly and stiident- 
like to divest themaelves of :dl tlio char 
actorotics of guntlemen. Whether Mr, 
Gladstone is stronger or weaker in the 
nation than he was some time ago, it is 
exceedingly difficult from the indications 
thati present tliemsolves to decide. It ia, 
however, evident that the success of the 
measure which he has now at heart to a 
very great extent doponda on the issue of 
tho iiKjuiry in which the .Special Com- 
mission ia now engaged. If the Home 
Uulera are sliown by the invest ig.itton tu 
tie from free complicity with crimes com- 
mitted in tho name of Ilunio 
Rule, their cause will no doubt, 
rise in popular esteem. If it ap- 
pears that they countenance in any way a 
criminal course it will be useless for then 
to continue the agitation of Home Rule in 
either England or Scotland. There are 
times when the people iit Great Britain 
aro in sympathy with rcibela who attempt 
to gain the ends they have in view by 
open reaistanco to constituted author- 
ity, but tiiey aro unaiiimuus in their re- 
probation of outrage, assaa.sinatiun .■iml all 
secret and illegal meana of advancing even 
a good cause. 

Europe ia quiot, but it can hardly be 
naid to be peaceful. Tlie great powers 
aro'all behfc oh increasing their iininense 
.standing armies and in strengthening 
their fortifications and other means of de- 
fence. TIio governments of Austria-Hun- 
gary are about to ask their Parliaments 
for largo war credits. In order' to make 
the reprcsontatives of the people more 
genoroua, or less prudent, newspapers in 
tho interests of the goveri.meiits liave 
raised a war acare. 'i'liere have been 
muvenieiits uf lliisaiau truu|)s in thediiec- 
tiun of tho .Austru-tiorniaii frontier. 'I'liis 
is represented to have a hostile .signili- 
canco, and the poople.are exhorted to bo 
prepared for tiie worst. , The Eussians 
declare' that their inteuticins are ncit war- 
like, and thoy give a natural khd to many 
satisfactory explanation of the movements 
that have excited alarm; but as the organs 
of tho governments do nut want to bo 
convinced, thoy profess to mistniat the 
lluBsians, and they still dwell on tho 
necessity of Austria'.! being prepared for 
any cuntingoncy. Their jxilicy ia likely 
to produce tho result required. The guv- 
ornmentBiiwill gejb.itiho credits thoy ask for, 
and when the loan is secured noth- 
ing more will be heai-d about 
invasion until more money is need for 
war purposes. The French Government 
wants the immense sum of $160,000,000 
to complete tho national armaments. It 
(loos not need to create u war scare to 
make the Legislature willing to vote tho 
noiioy. TIio Triple Alliance is regarded 
as a standing luenaco against Prance. 
With Germany, Austria, and Italy armed 
to the teeth, and making themselves still 
more formidable, France cannot afford to 
have a weak spot in her armor. She 
must be prepared to face Ihia strong com- 
bination whatever policy they may ooe fit 



to pursue. It is Ihoroforo altogether like- 
ly that the French Governiuont will get 
all the money it needs to place tho coun- 
try in a poaition of security. 

The Emperor William's visits to Russia, 
Austria, and Italy have as yet boon pro- 
ductive of no vitiblo results. It waa 
hoped that the young Emperor when ho 
visited the Pope would show by seine 
sign that ho was favorable to returning to 
the Holy See the touiporul power of which 
it had boon deprived. But if such hopes 
wore entertained by tho Head of the Ca- 
tholic Church and his udhereiita, tho 
Emperor William took some paiiia to 
show that they wore altogether grouud- 
loas. lie did everything he could to 
show that he regarded Rome iis tho capi- 
tal of tho Kingdom of Italy, and that he 
had but tho remotest intention of aiding 
in any way those who aro endeavoring to 
procure for the; . Pope the putrimony of 
which he has been dispossessed. This 
has caused BonieV'disappointnieiit, for ik 
was supposed by sonie that Bisnmrck is 
not by any moans opposed to tho movo- 
meub t<i place temporal power again in 
the hands of the Pope. The war cloud 
has passed over Europe mid tlio sky is. 
again aoreiio, but no one knows what 
clouds aro below tho horizon or from what 
t|uartor thoy will appear to darken the 
face of the. pleasant earth.

Mr. Taylor, of Eberta it Taylor, who 
appeared for tho prosecution, wished to 
.■iiiieiid tho infonnatioii by iiisorting the 
word "(iiistavus" for ",Iuhn," clnirging 
Gustavus Hamilton Griitin with the crime 
stated in the information. 

Tko change was made, the doctor re- 
marking that he wished to have the cor- 
rect name inserted. 

"It would bo rather diliioult to say 
which is correct, " remarked Mr. Taylor, 
"y<iu have so many namoa." 

Dr. (Jriflin stated that ho intended to 
conduct his own defence, and the magia- 
ti-atc, in reply to Mr. Taylor's request 
that the prisoner be asked to enter a plea 
of guilty or not guilty, stated thsit ho 
could not do so. ns ho was not trying the 
case but merely conducting a preliminary 
exaiiiination. 

Supt. Shoppard, being sworn, stated 
that tho information was correct to the 
best ui Ids knowledge and belief. 

Dr. Grifiin theii addiossed tho court. 
Ho said; " I would like the case to go on 
at once. We nro prepared to go on.

1 was walking on Govornniont 
street, near Mr. Morrison's drug store 
.■lud was giiiiig in to get a bottle of uiedi- 
cine for iliy wife, who is .sick, when two 
ollicers caiiiu up and h.-inded iiie a warrant, 
after reading wliich 1 went with tliein 
and they c illed a carriage.

An lioiir after I 
was arraigned liefore the iimgiatrato I 
asked to have tho inforniatioii read and 
.s.iid I would defend myself. 1 told them 
I \v,as prepared to go on with the case, as 
I felt sure there was nothing in it and 
that Mr. Duiiiniinir h;id boon (irMsltj ini- 
iiu.ii'il upon, and that I entertained tho 
highest respect for him. He having sup- 
plied me at ditferent times with 
[jasses over the road and for my reporters 
on tho Social World. The prosecution 
not being ready to go on with the case it 
was remanded until to-morrow at eleven 
o'clock (this morning). I tiscertained that 
the latter was signed by a ,Iohn B.ijitisto 
LoBlaiicli. That is all I know uf the case. 
1 never saw or hoard of tho letter before, 
and that is all 1 know of it. I may atato 
that a few days ago, my printer, Mr. 
Cohen, informiad me that certain parties 
had boon to his office examining my iiian- 
nscript and coiiiiiaring my handwriting. 
He did not know who tho parties wore, 
and lie a.sked nio if I had written anything 
about .Mr. Dunsiiinir. 1 had not and told 
liini to lot anyone that wanted to, sou my 
nianuacript and particularly any friend of 
.Mr. Dunsmuir's. I told him I had noth- 
ing to fear. 

Reporter — What roaaon had you for 
saying you "had nothing to fear?" 

Doctor Grillin — Why, Mr. Cohen said 
that they wory trying to put up some trick 
on mo. It was in anawer to hia (juestioii 
if I had written anything. I huvo no idea 
who it could be that wianos to injure mo. 
I have so many oneiniosand so few friends 
that I cannot suspect anyone. [ always 
treat everyone as my friend and some of 
thoin turn imt tho reverse. 1 can't su- 
spicion anyone and 1 have no fear.s of the 
result. I have bad no dealings with Mr. 
Dunsmuir. 1 have sold my bonded coal 
land, 3200 acres, near his, to the Oregon 
Improveinont Ctmipany and' would have 
left British Columbia sonio time .^ince 
but am waiting for tlio niodilied 
conditions of tho sale to be 
continued by the board in New 
Vork. i wish you would add, ploase, that 
1 consider Mr. Dunaniuir ia too honorable 
a man to be a party to anything of that 
kind.
